American ¢lippers have beea purchased 
by English houses, and run regularly 
between Liverpool and Melbourne, 
making sorprisingly short passages, 
and when the great distance is consid- 
ered—about 18,000 miles—with 
derful regularity.

The waves ,that seem so enormous 
and threaten’ to engulf the flying ship, 
in the calm light of scientific research, 
lose some Of their terrors. Waves agi 
tate the water but little below the sur- 
face, and it is supposed that the effect 
of the strongest gales do not extend 
below the depth of 200 feet. 

The crest of the wave is the ridge or 
highest part, and in strong winds is 
usually covered with foam; the trough 
is the depression betweea two waves, 
and is as much below as the crest is 
above the general leyel of the vcean. 
In estimating the elevation of & wave, 
the perpeaedicular height from the 
trough to the crest is taken. Waves 
are sometimes said to rua mountains 
high, but this is popular exaggera- 
tion. The highest rise noticed in the 
Mediterranean is 16 feet, and 20 feet 
off Australa. During a storm in ‘he 
Bay of Biscay the highest waves meas- 
ured scarcely 36 feet from the base to 
the summit. In the South Atlantic 
the result of several experiments gave 
ouiy an entire height of 23 feet, and a 
velocity for the undulativuns of 
miles per hour, the interval betwéen 
each Wave bmounting to 1910 feet. Off 
the Cape of Good Hope, nvtoriously 
the cape\of storms, 40 feet is consid- 
ered thelegtreme height of waves, or 
20 feet above and below the general 
level of the ocean. 

Another authority remarks that: 
The height of sea waves is a question 
that has been much aod not always 
satisfactorily discussed. Une difficulty 
arises [rom misunderstanding of 
terms. Sofpe mean by the height of a 
wave the actual elevation above the 
surtace of the sea in smooth weather; 
others mean the distance between the 
bottem of the hollow of the wave to 
its crest; and that seems to me the 
only ratioual practical way to arrive 
atasure data. Taking that, then as 
the mode of measuring wave-heights, 
it may be said that Atlantic waves in 
a gale oftea rise 25 feet; 30 feet is by 
no Means UNCOMmMud in mid ocean, and 
the second wave sometimes heaves to 
a height of 35 to 40 feet. Storm waves 
have s cufious rythm of motion. At 
intervals three waves larger thao usual 
rush by, of which the middle one is 
highest. longer intervals five large 
waves comé together, and very rarely 
seven. They often come just as a squall 

ins to muderate, springing up 
elastically from the pressure of the 
wiod. Sometimes the fury of the wind 
fairly Veata down the sea, and lashes 
and tears it into foam, or spoon drift, 
that sweeps over the ocean a white 
mist, like snow blown over a frozen 
lake, and when such a tremendous 
squall lulls, the waves instantly rise to 
coormous dimensions. The length and 
foim of waves depend upon the room 
in which they have to run and the di- 
rection of the tudes.

Susan Sunshine'’s Weekly Budget of 
old Hints. 


How TO MAKE HOME ATTRACTIVE. 


Influence of Youthful Pleasures Upon After 
Lite—Various Games tor Winter 
Bventegs. 


Whether home is really home or 
is simply a stopping plage, depends 
wholly upon the life that centers there. 
Home, in its.largest and truest sense, 
implies a gréat deal. It means rest, 
content, affection, tenderness, purity 
aud progression. It is the best that is 
left us of Eden. 

But | have seen bomes where the 
parents were good and conscientious, 
having the best welfare of their chil- 
dien at heart, who yet really made no 
home for their children, simply be- 
cause they had forgotten what be- 
longed to childhood. They were pa- 
rents whom it seemed to me must have 
always been men and women, like 
Adam end Eve always full grown, with 
never a memory of childish wants and 
needs. I remember a household amid 
the hills of New England, where the 
fine old house under the shadow of the 
elms hardly ever echoed to the music 
of childish laughter, although it had 
ite share of children, and where the 
little boys and girls were never allowed 
to romp together, much less pass an 
evening in merry games. The Assem- 
bly's catechism was the book for Sus- 


racy, and Bive Beard and Mother 


vose, and Cidderella all were ignored 
on week days; fairy-land was a realm 
into which the children might not 
enter, and eveb merry old Santa Ciaus 
was kept at bay as a popish invention 
which they might not harbor. Nature 
set the example of giadness for them. 
The birds sang aod twittered merrily 
in the branches, the squirrels skipped 
and danced amoag the tree-tops, and 
the frogs held a carnival of gladness 
every summer night within hearing, 
and the merry brook never ceased its 
singing, but for those children there 
was nothin. but firmness, no careless 
sports, but a constant life of repres 
sion. 

Well, those children grew up, and a 
whole commuhity of such people as 
they were would never do the world 
any because their characters, 
their whole being was stunted and 
oue-sided. They sever hed known 
what childhvod was, aad they hed no 
sympathy with it. 

Children must have amusements. 
There is a world of wise philosophy in 
the old adage, “All work and nv play 
makes Jack a Guilboy.” Amusements 
area legitimate need of childhood, and 
its love fur imnoeent sport and for 
pleasant pastimes shovld fieither be 
repressed or ignored. Make your chil- 
dren happy at bome in the enjoyment 
of harmiess pleasures, as well as in the 
fulfiiiment of simple duties, and you 
lay broad and deep the foundativas for 
the life outside of home. A happ 
childbood is a fguatain from which to 
draw in all after years—a green spot 
to which we may turn if life grows 
lonely in later years.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A Work of Prehisturic Brasilians.— 
The remarkable Brazilian bill of Pa 
coval has been fully de-cribed for the 
first time by Ladislaus Netto in Js 
lication of the Natural Museum of Rio 
Janeiro. This bill, entirely built by 
some ancient race of men, stands on 
the margin of a lake in the island of 
Marajo, and, although reduced by 
erosion and weathering to a fifth or 
sixth of its 
1000 feet long, 
In sts outlines, those of a gigantic 
Jabuti turtle, it shows analogies with 
the works of the mound-builders in 
the Mississippi basin. Its varied con- 
tents include stone implements of all 
kinds, idols, amulets, and a vast quan- 
tity of earthenware, tuneral urns, 
vases, etc. Many of these are covered 
with remarkably delicate painted or 
engraved designa, some of them ap- 
pearing to he hieroglyphic signs and 
having certain resemblances to the 
eafly Chinese, Egyptian and Mexican 
writings. One inscription seems to 
tell of long from 
the Andes highlands down the Amazon 
valley. 

A French phy Dr. Regnard, 
is endeavoring to study marine ani- 
mals under their natura! conditions, 
au apparatus designed by Cailletet en- 
abling him to watch the creatures in 
water under any pressure up to that of 
650 atmos which corresponds 
with that of the sea at the 
depths at which dredgings have been 
mad t four miles. 

The recent experiments on tie Brit- 
ish coast to test the relative merits of 
vil, gas and electricity for lighthouses, 
have resulted in the decision of the 
committee that oil is the most suitable 
and economical illuminant for ordia— 
ary necessities, and that electricity of- 
fers the test advantages when very 
powerful light is needed. 

Lengths of Heat Waves.—The lumin- 
ous rays of the solar spectrum have 
wave-lengths hanging between the 
narrow limits of. i4and .000025 of 
aninch.

An Error Corrected.—At & recent 
meeting of the French Academy of 
Sciences, Colladon currected « popular 
belief by remarking that the presence 
of masses of metal in a building does 
not add to the risk of being struck by 
lightoing, provided the metal is not 
connected with the ground by « good 
electric conductor. In case the build- 
ing is strack, however, combustibles 
near the metal are very liable to be set 
oo fire. 

By carefully conducted experiments, 

Mr. J. C, Artbur bes demvcnstrated 
that becteria are the direct cause of 
the disease known as pear-blight. Sap 
from an affected tree invariably 
duced the disease when inoculated into 
a healthy tree. 
Valuable as is the microscope to va- 
rious sciences, its use slone does not 
properly constitute distinct science. 
| This fact has been at length recognized 
by the American Association tor the 
Advancement of Science, which, at its 
recent Ann Arbor meeting, abolished 
its section of microscopy. 

In the Mark Museum, at Dantzig, is 
nuw 8 piece of amber for which £1500 
has been refused. It weighs eight 
pounds, and is probably the lar 
piece in the world without blemish. 
A museum at Berlin contains a piece, 
once owned by Frederick the Great, 
weighing thirteen pounds, but it has 
gaps and cavities. 

Aluminum Alloys —From recent in- 
vestigations i! appears that aluminum 
greatly increases the strength of met- 
als alloyed with it. With a cheapened 
method of making such alloys, by 
means of a new electric furnace, 
Messrs. E. H. and A. H. Cowlgs and C. 
F. Mayberry have added alumioum to 
copper in the proportion of two or 
three per cent., and cbtained a product 
which is stronger than brass and 
would serve as an excellent substitute 
for that metal. With five per cent. of 
aluminum an alloy was produced hav- 
ing & tensile strength equivalent to a 
strain of 68,000 pounds w the equare 
inch. The addition of two or three 
per cent. of aluminum doubled the 
st of cogmon brass; and a com- 
position of copper, nickel, zinc aad a 
small per cen of aluminum with- 
stvod a strain of 105,000 pounds to the 

ware inch, and has been named 
“Hercules metal.’’ Though very abua- 
dant, forming the base of common 
clay, alumioum, either pure or in al- 
loys, has been obtainable only by ex- 
pensive processes. 

Our Pitcher Planta. — The North 
American pitcher plants, states Mr. W. 
Watson, Kew, number only seven 
species. There are six species of Sar- 
racenia, all characterized by the same 
trumpet-shaped leaves, growing ia 
tufts, and in several species attaining 
a length of a yard; and the seventh 
kind of pitcher plant is the Dariing- 
tonia Californica, the top of which is 
curved over, forming a sort of hood, 
and having a rather small aperture at 
each side. While the sarracenias allure 
and finally destroy insects in their 
pitchers, botanists do not yet know 
whether the entrapped iosects furnish 
nourishment tu the plants, although it 
has been ven that animal food is 
not essential w the plant's existence.

A Ciyil-Service Symposium. 


The North American Review for Oc- 
tober publishes a ‘‘symposium”™ between 
Senator Eustis, Mayor Grace of New 
York, and Theodore Roosevelt on the 
President's policy. By this means a 
triangular view is obtained that is quite 
entertaining. Senator Eustis leads off 
with a sharp attack on the Civil Service 
law, which he asserts is the outcome of 
*‘a bumiliating surrender to the insolent 
demands of a political syndicate whose 
aim is to rule or ruin the Democratic 
party, although they have not the re- 
motest sympathy with its principles.’’ 
Assuming to speak for that party, he de- 
clares that ‘‘Democrats deprecate this 
unearned and baneful influence of a 
clique outside of the Democratic party.” 

Mayor Grace takes quite a different 
view of the situation. He starts with 
the fundamental argument that the 
President's fanctions are executive, 
not political. Itis for Congress to de- 
cide questions of national policy, and anything bat jan honest men at 
the President's duty consists in carrying 
out the purposes of the legislative 
branch. Hence, he reasons, the Presi- 
dent is vitally interested in having a 
civil service which shall enable him to 

fulfill his administrative obligations to 
the best advantage. ‘‘The control of 
the civil service,’’ says Mayor Grace, 
“fis the President's chief function,”’ 
Naturally, according to this view, he 
would favor a system which leads to a 
high grade of efficiency, and he should 
be supported in this desire by the con- 


earrence of all good citizens. 


Mr. Roosévelt holds that ‘‘Mr. Cleve- 
land has done better than most other 
Democrats would have done, and done 
as well as his party would let him,” 
but be takes this fact as a text for 
arguing that the ‘‘Democratic party as 
at present constituted is not fit to be 
entrusted with the care of the national 
government.” Like Senator Eustis, 
he claims that the Independents have 
bo sympathy with the principles of the 
Democratic party. Their action was 
based on a narrow scheme to lift the 
tone of the personnel of the public ser- 
vice. The success of their movement 
must depend, therefore, on the im- 
provement in the office-holders, high 
and low, springing from Mr. Cleve- 
land's administration. This improve- 
ment Mr. Roosevelt does not pereecive. 
He does not think that, as a whole, the 
cabinet, the dip'omatic service, the de- 
partment officers, and the various Fed- 
eral officers throughout the country are 
® superior class of men to those who 
filled the corresponding places under 
Republican rule, and hence he regards 
the Independent revolt as a failure, so

NO EX-OFFICIALS AEED APPLY. 


No Exceptions to the Order of the Secretary 
of War Returning Officers to Their 
Regiments. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Wanatnoron, D. C., Oct. 7.—The Sec- 
retary of the Interior has made a decision 
upon the appeal of Luther Harrison, ex- 
Astistant Commissioner of the Land 
Office, from the order of Commissioner 
Sparks, denying to bim the right to prac- 
tice as an attorney before the Ilnoterior 
Department under the terms of the Act 
of June ist, 1872, which provides that 
it shall not be lawful for any person 
appointed after June ist, 1872, as an 
officer, clerk or employe ia any depart- 
ment, to act as counsel, attorney or agent 
for the prosecution of any claim which was 
pending in the department while he was 
such officer, nor to aid in the prosecution 
of acy such claim within two years next 
after he shall have ceased to be an officer 
oremployé. In his appeal Mr. Harrison 
held that the act applied only to the 
propecution of claims for money; that it 
had no application te practice before the 
Land Office except in cases involving the 
payment of money, and that in his case it 
had no spplication whatever, because he 
was « third-clase clerk at the date of the 
passage of the act. He declares that his 
employment as « third class clerk was 
continuous till the Ist instant, though 
his salary had been increased promo- 
tions which were made by new appoint- 
ments. 

In his opiaion, the Secretary after cit- 
ing the act, holds that it applies to al! of 
the departments and to the claims of 
every class. Ite design is to elevate the 
public service, that it may inspire public 
confidence. The act plainly implies that 
it is not suitable or seemly for an employ 
shortly after his departure from 
service in the department wo 
appear before that department as a 
cuter of claims pending therein against 
the United States while he was o 
member of it. The 


servants in the 
officers, clerks or employes, shall observe 
a condition which at least tends to hinder 
them from the appearance of being placed 
ander of haviog had « conflict 
between their duties as officers or public 
agents and as men, and as giving prefer- 
ence to the last. For two years after 
their resignation or diemipeal they are 
disabled for the prosecation of claims 
against the United States.

In con- 
clusion, the Secretary holds that 
the act also lies to reons 
like Mr. Harrwen, who, although 
io Office at the date of the passage of the 
act, received new appointments or com- 
missions since that date, or who have 
been nominated by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate.

The Grand Lodge Devotes Itself to 
Investigating Charges. 


G.W.S.KATZENSTEIN FULLY EXONERATED 
Aad Serious Charges Brought Against Broth- 
cre W. D. Gould, A. D. Wood and Geo, 

Morfis, His Accusers. 


Wecinesday, Uotober 6th. 
Grand Lodge called to order at 9:30, 
M. 0. Winchester, G. W. C. T., in the 
chair. 


Reading of the proceedings of the 
firat day. 

Report of Committee of Revisers of 
Constitution and By Laws read and 
laid upon table. 

The Graf Lodge resolved itself into 
a Committee of the Whole to consider 
the charges made against the Grand 
Worthy Secretary. The proceedings ut 
this time cannot be made public, but in 
due time will be presented through the 
colamus of the press. The regular 
business of the Grand Lodge has been 
suspended to consider the important 
matters connected with the investiga- 
tion, 

Grand Lodge adjourned until one 
o'clock. . 


A Session. 
Grand Lodge called to_order in usual 
form. Resolved itself into the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. 
Report of committee to formulate 
charges against Grand Worthy Secre- 
tary: 
Your committee beg leave to report 
that the Grand Worthy Secretary of this 
body represents that he has been accused 
of grave and serious offenses by members 
of this body, involving his integrity as 
an «officer of this grand body, and he 
asks that thie body investigate such 
charger, said charges being as follows: 

1. “The iufluence of the railroad 
caused the withdrawal of the Good Tem- 
ylar lectares from the lecture field from 

ctober let, 1554, till after the November 
election of that year, at the very beat 
lecture season of the year, lest they should 
injure the prospects of the Republican 
party. This arrangement was made at 
the Grand Lodge session al San Jose.” 

2. “As conclusively proved at last 
session of the Grand Lodge, the lecturers 
and officers paid by the treasury of the 
Grand Lodge bave been abusing their 
positions, defaming worthy members 
the Order, and their main efforts directed 
to the coilection of funds to feed the 150 
dear little orphans at the Home, not 
cent of whichever went to the Home or 
to an orphan, though $10,000 have been 
contributed for that svie purpose by the 
audiences of the lectures’ 

8. “Trouble and divisions have been en- 
gineered from above into Merrill Lodge 
with a view of drawing its faithful stan- 
dard members out of the Order or down 
into silence, insiguificance and useless- 
ness to the canse and Order.” 

4, ‘As a san.ple of the reekiess prodigal- 
ity with which the funds of the Grand 
Lodge lL. O. G. 'T. of California are wasted 
and diverted from the purposes for which 
the case of the laweuit of aan Katzen- 
etein and Thompeou against the former 
editor of the Rescue." 

“Another case is that of Professor 
Crowhurst, employed about a week in the 
private interest of Mr. Katzenstein, lobby- 
ing about the Graad Lodge of the Knights 
of Pythias at Low Augeles and drawing 
from the Grand Lodge. I. O. G. T., ail

“At the coming Grand Lodge session 
there will be probabiy 200 or 250 Lodges 
represented. ln place of their casting no 
vote, one salaried officer has appointed 
districtideputies to cast one vote ior every 
such Lodge, without the least reference 
to the wishes of the Lodge, and of course 
for the nominees of the G. W, 8., who, 
under this syetem could not be dislodged, 
nor could avy of his benehmen or dum- 
mies in office be removed, under any cir- 
cumstances of malfeasance or betrayal of 
their 

“But with the subsidized bogus votes 
of District Deputies, and thtough the 
efforts of the railroad Republican lobby 
and the weakness of peopie who Asten to 
the ward strikers, so numerousiy em- 
ployed sod disgracefully conspicuous 
every year now in the Grand, Lodge. they 
were defeated and a set of officers re-elected 
whose ouly qualifieation wae their utter 
nothingness aad their blind obedience two 
the dictations of the Grand Worthy Seo- 
retary, who put them in office solely to 
serve him.”’ 

Your committee recommend that this 
hqnerable body appoint » committee of 
investigation to examine into the truth or 
falsity of the charges above recited, with 
full power to send for persous aud papers. 

(Signed by committee.) 

The Grand Lodge as « Committee of 
the Whole investigated the charges, 
calling as witnesses Will D. Gould aud 
Albert D. Wood, who wade assettions on 
which the charges were fromed—the 
assertions being madein newspapers 
and circulars. After the investigation 
had been thorough and exhaustive, and 
the trial ended, the Grand Lodge went 
into executive session, com- 
mittee reported that they found the 
cbarges unfonnded and untrue, and 
that they fully exonerated the Grand 
Worthy Secretary; that there was pot 
one’ iota of trath in the assertions or 
charges). Oa motion the report of the 
committee was unanimously adopted. 

That portion of the work given the 
committee to formu.ate charges against 
Will D. Gould, Albert D. Wood and 
George Morris was then taken up, and 
the committee made « report of which 
the substance fuliows: 

The parties acoused of improper, 
wrongful, malicious and unfraternal con- 
duct are Representatives Will D. Gould, 
P.G. W.C. T.; Albert D. Wood, P. G. 
W. C. T.. and Geo, Morris, P. G., Worthy 
Ohaplaiu of this Grand Lodge. T 
three are charged: 

First— With having wilfully, malicious- 
lywod with intent to defame, misrepre- 
sented the official acte of the Grand 
Worthy Secretary of the Exceutive Com- 
lui tiee. 

Second—They have cherished bitter 
persoual feelings and vented their ma- 
hicious vilification aud defamation of char- 
ac 


ter. 

Thoird—They have falsely and malicious- 
ly charged the Execative Committee with 
the usarpation of unconstitutional pow- 
ers and the establishment of « forcible 
autocracy. 

Fourth ~They have formulated @ re- 
poy sileged to come from standing 
committee of this Grand Lodge, but 
really not the result of any ye ee 
by auy committee, bat the iudividnal act 
This report was in- 
tended tu falvely and maliciously charge 
the G. W. 8. with dishonesty, corruption 
aud vouslity iu office, and to destroy bis 
usefulners us an executive officer of this 
Graud Lodge, aud to stain his reputation. 
These sets pro eeded from motives of per- 
soval hostility te the G. W. 8. 

Leve been guilty of adopt- 


ing Wreeg aud nolawfal methods of pur- 
xuing a personal controversy, biding their 
malicioas intet under guise of fraternal 


bonds, every principle of 
fraterus! obligativa as taught by the 
Order. 

Bixth—Their false and malicious report 
wae designed to make it be belicved that 
the G. W. 8B. reecives illegitimate gains 
from members from the sale of jedge fur- 
niture and regalia, which is falee, and 
was known to be falee by the sccusers, 
who had ‘not one iota of proof, exther in 
their ion as factor in their minds 
as beiief of truth, to establish such 
charges.” 

Seventh—The foregoing conduct con- 
stitates an sbusre of the privileges of s 
representotive of the Grand Lodge, an 
offense against the welfare, harmony and 
progress of the Order, and wholly incon- 
sistent with the duties and obligations of 
a representative. 

One of the most pleasing innovations 
the Grand Lodge bas wituessed since 
iis organization was the visit by invite 
tion of the Los Angeles Band of Hope 
to the session this afternoon. Basiness 
was suspended and the lodge room 
given over to the little folka, who pam- 
bered over 200.

When the 
Trums first exposed the condition of the 
Recorder's affairs, there was no end of 
windy talk that ‘‘no matter if there 
was a little deficiency, Charley Miles 
bed hundreds of {riends that would go 
down in their pockets and make it up 
for him—yes, or ten times as much.’ 
As ap example, one brash and excited 
Bourbon came in from the wilds of the 
Upper Santa Clara and ostentatiousiy 
informed the editor of the Times tbat 
be and other friends of Miles were 
going to up’’ the little deficiency 
and then turn their attention to the 
Trams in the shape of a suit for libel. 
He was told to not stop the pro- 
ession on account of the Times 
This talk bad been so prevalent and so 
Distant, had so permeated the streets 
sad certain ‘“‘news'’-papers, that it wa. 
supposed there would not be a mo- 
ment’s difficulty ip raising in- 

a bail. But some- 
how Miles’s friends,’ 
when it really came to money's worth, 
were bard to find. Those who had 
boasted loudest of their undying friend- 
ship, of their wealth and of how wel- 
come Chariey Miles was to all be 
wanted of it—all these gentlemen were 
conspicuous by their noisy silence. The 
best any of them did was to run around 
with the seckers of bail, trying to coax 
others to do what they would not do 
themscives. One vile and veuom- 
ous Democratic partisan, whose 
editorial bludgeoo had most heavily 
belabored the exposers of Miles, 
and who had bestowed « vast amount of 
printed sympathy and slobber on ‘*that 
most worthy and maligned official,’’ was 

to for something more substan- 
tial than diapasonous editorials. The 
official seekers of bail went to this pre- 
tender, and asked him to go on the 
bond with another responsible party. 
He declined, saying that he wasn't 
worth $2000. And so it went with a 
gteat many—those who bad loud- 
et in their expressions of sympathy 
being naturally sought first. One bond 
was made up by two well-known gentie~ 
men—one a Democrat, and the other a 
Repablican—but when they learned 
the extent of the defalcation, it made 
them sick, and they tore up the bond! 
At last at 8:15, John McMenomy was 
raked up and with him N. A. Covarru- 
bias. The maiter wes taken before 
Jastice Ranney, who made out the 
bond. Both signed it. Then Sheriff 
Gard remembered that the bond must 
be approved by Judge Cheney. So a 
hack was procured, and off the interest- 
ed parties rolled. Judge Cheney found 
the bond incorrect in form, it being 
merely a justice's bond, and not a bond 
0 anindictment. They had to come 
back and get a new bond made out, 
McMenomy and Covarrubias signed it, 
and Judge Cheney approved it. By 
the time all this had been done, it was 
weil past 10 o'clock, so Miles had a 
long siege inside the jail. He did not 
appear to be at all discomposed, how- 
ever. When Sheriff Gard went over at 
about 8:30, Miles had been asleep, and 
laughed heartily at some remark. He 
seemed in no way anxious to get out. 

The crookedness in Miles’s accounts 
runs back for twenty-six months. There 
is great sympathy for his unfortuoate 
family, who are esteemed by all who 
know them. And many who have no 
apology for his off-nse are sorry tor the 
personally. He is known an 
fellow, with no ene- 
mies but himself, bis friends and drink. 
Sheriff Gard said that the arrest was 
the most painful duty of his life.

Prisonées’ Devices to Escape From 
the Jail. 

A Tims reporter had occasion to call 
the other day on ‘Col. Jim’’ Thomp- 
son, the gray-headed but powertul and 
keen coupty jailor. Colonei Jim has a 
long desk in the jail office, and in diy- 
ing into it for other matter, he revealed 
tothe reporter's gimlet eye a curious 
conglomeration of odds and ends which 
looked like the contents of a school- 
boy's pocket. There were strings and 
wires, tin cups and spoons, sticks, 
knives, pieces of tron, brass and every- 
thing elae. They seemed like retuse 
rather than anything boru of design. 

“What iu the misery are those 
things queried the reporter. 

“Them? Why, they're little traps 
and nickuacks I've taken away from the 
boys. Can't search those fellows or 
their cells so cloee but what they'll bave 
‘em every now and then."’ 

**Bual what are they for?’’ 

“To get out. See this little wire? 
Well, they got that off of the broom 
that’s kept in their cell for ‘em to sweep 
outwith. This is one o' Mr. Downs's 
little tricks. You know Downs—that 
slick young man that has gone up for 
those Anabeim burglaries? Ob, he's a 
captain! There wasn't none of ‘em 
could togch bim for slickness. Now 
here's a piece of bis work’’—an:! 
Colonel Jim handed out the broom. 
wire, about sixteeu inches long. With 
it, was a section of the broomstick, 
abuut foar inches long. A ailit an 
inch deep bad been sawed in one end. 
“Now yuu see,” said the Colonel, 
warming ap at the recollection of the 
sharpness of bis boarder; ‘*he just put 
one end of the wire through this slit, 
and palied it down and give it a twist 
arouod the stick—and there he had a 
bandile as good as any of ‘em. Without 
that bandlje, be'd ‘a’ cut bis fingers all 
to pieces. Now hold that handle, and 
pull the wire backward and forward, 
aod it'll cut anything. Why, there's 


‘inch-iron bars down to the feundry 


pow, that was cut off with this saw! 
He cut off the broom, for a handle, 
with this same wire, too. Then here's 
a bigger wire, bent ap at one end to 
pick the Jock. It was taken from the 
rim of this tin cup, where you know 
they put a wire to shape the cup. They 
jest pried the tip apart, and got ont the 
wire..) Here's a steel wire from one of 
the bedsteads. It's fixed for a pick-lock, 
tog. See thisiron? [bolding up heavy 
sheckle broken intwo atthe shank } 
Well that’s some o' their work. Dun- 
no how they broke it. They're all the 
time getting up schemes to unlock the 
shackles. Look at the keys they've 
mede’’—and he took out a handful of 
rude keya. The lock is tarned by « 
square steta, similar tothe key-post of 
watch. Most of the keys were of lead, 
run in thé bole of « large spool, and « 
square hole dug in the end. Some 
were ron on wire, and others were 
flattened at the end to give the neces- 
sary purchase fora twist. But these 
lead ones didn’t work very well. They 
were too aoft, and the bole just cat out 
round at the first attempt to tarn the 
lock. *‘*Here,” said Colouel Jim, show- 
ing lange spool, whittled flat, ‘Here's 
the boss key. Downs made it. You 
wouldn't think so, but it's worth a ban- 
dred o' the lead ones. It's wound at 
the end with linen thread, you see, to 
keep 1t from splitun’, and it jest about 
done the work." 

“Bat bow do these fellows get hold of 
ae to run keys, and how do they melt 
it 

‘Well, | reckon they get their lead 
off o' their tobacco packages. They 
melt it in these spoons that are given to 
tbem to eat with,’’ and he fished oat a 
couple of spoons that showed close in- 
timacy with fire. ‘Fire? I reckon 
they use most anything— papers, slivers 
from the broem and all that. ‘How do 
they cnt the slivers off? Here, here's 
what they do it with. ‘Course they 
have no knives—not if we know it, 
though once in a while they smuggle 
‘emin. So they have to get up some- 
thing else. See?’ and the connoisseur 
in sharp tricks held up a couple of 
pieces of thin, tempered steei, each 
four or five inches long and 
balf an inch wide. “They get 
them out~o’ their shoes—the springs 
in the sole. Here's a knife 
we canght one of ‘em with. That was 
Finuerty, the burglar that cracked the 
Downey postoffice. That cuss was 
searched carefully when he came in, 
but come to find out, he bad pockets 
sewed in bis drawers! Now be was 
mighty diff'rent from Downs. Ketch 
Downs at any o' these shines and he'd 
laugh and turn it off good natured as 
could be. But Finnerty would get mad 
as fire. He wan't any such a man for 
smartness as Downs, anyhow— there 
ain't many thatare. Downs is a cap- 
tain, [tell you! Then there was this 
very\pious young man, Lewis Smith, 
that set fire to Pomona, that some o’ 
the church folks felt so sorry for and 
thongbt Ae wouldn't do anything bad 
Here's something I caught him with 
when [ bad him in the oooler.”” It was 
an iron spoon, broken off at the shank, 
and with the shank twisted to form a 
very fair skeleton key. Another key 
was as clever a piece of work as any. 
The prisoner bad bad a short brass key, 
whose shoulder was too short to reach 
the tumbler in the lock. So be had 
taken some wire, bent it to the required 
shape, and skil/fully spliced it on with 
a linen thread! There were other 
devices of less ingenuity, but all show- 
ing 'aboridus thought and persistent, 
stroggle against difficulty. The real 
genius represented by those rude tools 
would ¢ @ man an honest living al- 
most anywiere.

HINTS OF. NEEDED 


IMPROVE MENTS. 


The County Hospi ai, Couaty Jail, the Coroner, 
town, Kte,, Touched Up. 


To the ion. Wim. A. Cheney, Judge of 
Department No. 1, of the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles County, State of Califor- 
ni¢—Sin: The Grand Jury convened 
by Your Honor on the 14th day of Bep- 
tember, 1885, beg leave respectfully to 
submit to your honorable court the fol - 
lowing partial reports of their transac- 
tions to date: 

We have found eight true indietments 
and two inilormations, seven of which 
were handed to Your Honor; and we 
bave ignored three cases where the 
evidence was not sufficient to convict. 

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL,” 

We have visited the various county 
buildings, and find the County Hospital 
kept in good condition, with ninety-two 
patients. The expense of the hospital 
has greatly increased, and we find that 
no record book is kept separate of said 
expenses. We recommend hereafter 
that a record of expenses be kept, and 
that the poor farm be worked so as to 
assist in paying a portion of the ex- 
peuses in conducting the same. The 
bills also for tobaceu and liquor are ex- 
cessive, and not proper charges for a 
hospital. 

THE COUNTY JalIL. 
We find the county jail is in as good 


ya condition as it is possible for its age; 


the sewerage is \ery imperfect, and the 
jail is crowded with sixty-two prisoners. 
We hope, for the sake of humanity, the 
Board of Supervisors will soon build « 
modern jail, where each prisoner will 
be confined by himself. The Grand 
Jury believe that jails are built for the 
repression of crime, and the great evil 
of our present jail w the indiscriminate 
intercourse. We believe the prisoners 
should be worked, as their health would 
be greatly improved. 
THE COUNTY CORONER. 

We have examined the Coroner's 
books, and find them kept in good 
shape. The cash received and also the 
personal property are not properly ac- 
counted for. The Coroner should not 
have a deputy, he being a judicial 
officer. 

ABOULD SETTLE ACCORDING TO 

Your Grand Jury deprecate the loose 
custom heretofore 19 vogue among cer- 
tain county officials, notably the County 
Recorder, of failure to make regular 
monthly settlements on the first Monday 
of each and every month as required by 
law, and would recommend that the Sna- 
pervisors hereafter require a rigid en- 
forcement of the law, and notify the 
County Auditor to require @ settlement 
of fees received during the preceding 
month from every official before issuing 
warrants for their respective salaries, 
and also ® more secure preservation of 
the public books and records is de- 
manded, as the stub warrant books of 
1583 and 1584 from the County Atditor's 
office cannot now be found. 

THE JUSTICES’ COURTS. 

We have examined the dockets of all 
the township justices of the county, and 
find a great many irregularities (except 
in those townships where little or no 
criminal business is transacted.) We 
herewith submit abstracts of their 
records for the District Attorney to col- 
lect from the several justices moneys 
due the county after the correction of 
overcharges and double charges. | 

THE CONSTABLES, 

The District Attorney should also in- 
form the various Justices that in the 
future they must indorse Constable's 
bills only when they know them to be 
correct, or else indorse them on dupli- 
cates as filed in their offices, so that the 
Honorable Board of Supervisors may 
investigate the bills and see that they 
are not excessive. The Grand Jury be- 
lieves that a single Constabie's fees 
of $500 for one month for criminal 
business only, are excessive. Criminal 
cases when compromised, the fees be- 
lovg to the county. 

THE JUDGES COURT DOCKET. 

We find the docket of the City Court, 
and the acting township justice and of 
ex-Jastice Morgan incomplete, and de- 
mand that they be required to sign 
their dockets in every case, and pi .iniy 
state if the prisoner has been fined, 
and the said fine paid, and if partly 
paid, their dockets to so state. The 
records existing DoW are mostly merely 
blank sheots written on by their clerks. 

THE CITY covuRT. 

Your Grand Jury would recommend 
that the city court be located in the 
northern part of the city, so that the 
justices’ courts may be more widely 
apart, and professional jurors can be 
distribated. | 

THE AUDITOR'S EMPLOY&KS. 

We also recommend that the Board 
of Sapervisors vee that good and re- 
liable persons are employed in the 
County Auditor's office, and a bond be 
required, amd also especially that a 
record be kept of the poli-tax receipts 
issued. 


THE CITY BUILDING. 

Your Grand Jury have examined the 
new city jail, and find it improperly 
ventilated and badiy planned, and also 
badly sewered, especially the engine 
house. We believe a more modern 
style improvement could have been 
built for the same amount. We com- 
mend hereafter that more competent 
architects be employed. 

CHINATOWN A NUISANCE. 

A sub-committee of the Grand Jary. 
accompanied by Sheriff Gard, visited 
that portion of the city commonly 
called Chinatown, and found a great 
pablic nuisance existing in the very 
center Of the city, commencing at the 
corner of Arcadia and Sanchez streets, 
and terminating at the corner ef Aliso 
and Los Angeles streets, and extending 
to the two frontages of the Public Plaza. 

This Chinatown is a disgrace to the 
city cf Los Angeles. Repeated efforts 
have been made to abate so serious « 
nuisance, but up to this time appar- 
ently of no avail. It is a menace to the 
heaith of the city, and should be dealt 
with vigorously by the Board of Health 
and Llealth Officer of the city and 
county. 

A white man can be arrested and pun- 
ished for maintaining @ nuisance on his 
premises. Why cannot a Chinaman be 
arrestéd and punished for a similar 
offense 

No respect seems to be to the 
law in the above-mentioned locality. 
The most unearthly noises in the even- 
ing, the most offensive odors, the ac- 
cumulated filth, bad sewerage connec- 
tions, the fire ordinances are violated, 
and prostitution, opium-smoking, and 
gambling are carried on in the above 
locality. And your Grand Jury firmly 
believe that the Chinese and owners of 
property themselves, are amenable to 
the law. And we demand thas your 
honorable Court, through the District 
Attorney, sball cause the small number 
of property holders to be dealt with ac- 
cording to law for maintaining so great 
a nuisance. 

We call upon the Board of Health 
and Health Officer of the city to see 
that the ordinances of the city respect- 
ing nuisances are properly enforced in 
Chinatown before some epidemic is 
created in our midst. 

THE SUPERVISORS. 

Your Grand Jury solemoly protests 
against the Board of Supervisors shb- 
sidizing apy county official in the em- 
ployment of deputies. If any official 
finds the duties and responsibilities 
vreater than the justifies, 
then he can relieve himself at his op- 
tion. 

BETTER BOADS NEEDED. 

We earnestly believe that the ap- 
proeches to the city should receive the 
personal attention of the of 
Supervisors. 

We also recommend that the Board 
of Supervisors examine the County 
Government bill, section 25, subdivi- 
sions 11 and 12. 

THE AUDITOR SHOULD PUBLISH HIS 
ACUOU NTS. 
We also recommend that the Oounty 


Auditor be required to publish every 
warrant drawn by him during the

WHO WAS HET

Little satisfaction was gained by the 
Coroner's inquest held at Anaheim, 
day before yesterday, on the man found 
dead in a vineyard there. Nothing 
could be learned as to his identity.

Jee Fook Shaffies OF Nis 


Aa inquest was held by Coroner Mc- 
Farland and a jury at Netzky & Gar- 
rett's undertaking rooms, 234 North 
Maie street, yesterday forenoon, on the 


pody of a Ohinaman who had died io 
Chinatown the preceding night. His 
name was Joe Fook Chung, bis age 30 
years, and his occu tnat of a 
merchant. It was found that he com- 
mitted suicide by eating opium and 
viuegar. He had previously written 
a letter to a friend, bidding 
bim farewel!, and saying he was “going 
away.”’ He had also addressed a sealed 
letter to China, where he has a wife and 
two children. His grandparents are 
also living there, the grandfather being 
95 years old. Chung will be burried 
this afternoon with great pomp by the 
Chinese company, to which he be- 
longed.

But Pomona laaguished. The water 
had not been piped down from the cien- 
egas and irrigation was slow and diffi- 
cult. Without water, without life. 
Then the hard times came on. There 
was absolutely 010 movement of real 
estate. People began to lose faith in 
even the older settlements, and a new 
place that banked so ifrgely on hope as 
did Pomona was nowhere. The Los 
Angeles Immigration and Land Co-op- 
erative Association was caught between 
the upper aud the nether mill-stones and 
was ground fine. The land weut back 
to the original owner, Loais (‘‘Chino’’) 
Phillips. A few settlers in the place 
made their peace with Mr. Phillips to 
secare title, and kept their places, work- 
ing hard and hoping against hope. 
Later, the hotel caught fire and burned 
to the ground. 


A NEW START. 

lo 1882 the breath of life was breathed 
into the settlement by the Pomona 
Land and Water Company, of which 
Mills and Wicks. were the principal 
movers. Water rights were acquired in 
the clenegas, where artesian wells had 
been sunk, and in the mountain caioas 
close by. A comprehensive water sys 
tem was established by piping the water 
down from its source, datiding a four- 
million gallon reservoir and thence dis- 
tributing water through the trect. Good 
times retarned simultaneously, aod set- 
tiers poured im thick and fast. The 
new-comers were of a thrifty, a 
ing Class, and, putting their ders 
to the wheel along with the staunch 
pioneera, they wade the car of progress 
getup and roll. The result ie that 
to-day Pomona is one of the most 
thriving and successful colonies in 
Southern California. The town itself 
is assuming creditable proportions and 
does a lively trade. There are not leas 
than forty stores and shops of various 
kinds, and more are building. J. E. 
McComas, one of the pioneers, is erect- 
ing a block, to contain three large 
store-rooms. The land eompany is 
completing a fine hotel, built in the 
villa style, the cost of which is not less 
than $15,000. It stands in the midst of

WATER.

There are thirty-five of these wells con-

twenty-six wells, with an aggregate 
flow of 750 inches of water. Twelve of 
these wells are in a space of less than 
thirty acres. The wells range in depth 


is 200 inches. The flow is so constant 
and regular that no effort has been 
made to increase or develop it. From 
the San Autonio caion only « portion 
of the water bel to this company 
has been devéloped. The total amount 
of water now ready for, use approxi- 
mates 1000 inches. Aside from this, 
there are nine private wells and several 
cienegas in the colony. There is water 
enough developed to-day to irrigate the 
entire valley adjacent to the town. 
Pomona may therefore be awarded the 
paim of being one of the best watered 
colonies in ail Southern California. 
THE OTHER ESSENTIALS 

to a successful fruit-growing region are 
bere found strongly marked;—soil a 
light loam, strong, deep, warm and well 
drained; temperature moderate in win- 
ter, and ia summer high enough to 
bring ont the full saccharine qualities 
of fruita. The locality is exceilently 
suited to oranges, lemons, apricots, 
pranes, pears, apples, nuts and grapes, 
both of the wine and raisin varisties. 
In fruit production } omona may be set 
down as the nepry medium.

To the Editor of the Agricultural De- 
partment: 1 know a thing or two 
about chickens and eggs. In fact, 1 
am somewhat acquainted with the Gal- 
linaceous tribe of animals. Have had 
an experience of nearly three score 
’ gud ten years. My mother was a Lieu- 
tenant-General in this grandest army 
of the republic before I was born. | 
have abundant reason to remember the 
putting on of the shuulder-straps—and 
the hip-straps, too, for that matter— 
when she commissioned me Major- 
General. I was taught one of the 
most important lessons of a soldier — 
to obey orders. Eggs are eggs now-a- 
days to what they were in those early 
days. For the ten years last past we 
have received, on an average, as much 
for twelve dozen egg~ as we did then 
for one hundred dozen, and as much 
for one dozen hens as we could then 
for eight dozen. For instance, ped- 
diers paid us then from fifty to sev- 
enty-five cents per dozen for hens and 
from three to four cents per dozen for 


War of extermination is being waged 
against the red, the black, and cotton) 
scale bugs, and I am real glad of it. 
It has to be done if we make a success 
in citrus-fruit raising, and yet there 
are bugs doing twice the damage in 
another branch of husbandry, in this 
valley. The greater part of the flesh- 
less, sickly—looking chickens brought 
to this market, which we buy and eat, 
are made so by lack of food and the 
depredations of these bugs. I have’an 
anxious desire to tell my fellow ranch- 
men how to get rid of these pests and 
keep clear of them, so that they may 
bring to market healthy chickens 
which will be snapped up quickly by 
poultry dealers for, be assured, they 
know whes they see healthy chickens. 

I had a long bout examining the eye 
and comb of a sick ben to-day under 
a good magnifyer, and I must say it 
Was & most interesting study to me. 
The more I think of it, and the more I 
examine into the matter, the more I 
am convinced that we have never un- 
derstood the cause of the diseabes with 
which our chick ens have been g#tflicted. 
Let any one try the experiment with a 
good lens for the first time, and it will 
make his eyes bulge out to see what 
is going on upon p hen’s head, all 
which he is utterly unable to see with 
his naked eye. I am not going to ac 
cuse my brother and sister, who are 
trying to raise chickens and eggs for a 
living, of ignorance in general, but I 
am proposing to tell them something 
about these bugs, of which they know 
just nothing. I think I am safe in 
_ saying that nineteen-twentieths of 
them nevér took a microscope and ex- 
amined a chicken’s head to see what 
did siéken it, and will be a little sur- 
prised to be told that chickens, vell 
cared for, are the healthiest animals 
on a ranch, except wheu bitten by 
bugs, and they wil! still be more sur- 
prised to be told that the chicken busi- 
bess is worth three times as much to 
this valley as all the citrus fruit pro- 
duced in it, and that if the business 
should, by any accident, be wiped out, 
we would all go crazy in a month, for 
want of chickens and eggs.

Mees and Fruit —A Good Use for San- 
Gjwers. 

ANNANDALE, September 26, 1885 — 
To the Editor of the Agricultural De- 
partment —SIR : Much is said about 
honey bees trespassing on fruit ranches. 
W. W. Biiss says: “The bee bas no 
weapon to puncture the skin of any 
fruit.”’ I believe he is right, as I have 
never seen one dééng the first misctief, 
except where Pome other rogue has 
opened the dog. In my locality, the 
bee has no incfination to touch fruit 
in any case. F am raising bees and 
fruit on the same ranch. For three 
years Ihave been drying peaches in 
the sun, and the bees never molest the 
Three years ago I got some seed bar- 
ley with wild sunflower seed mixed in 
it. After harvesting the barley, the 
sunflowers made their appearance. I 
tried in vain to destroy them by cut- 
ting them often with ascythe. The 
more I cut them the thicker they grew. 
They sprouted out below where they 
were cut, so I let them grow. They 


required no water except the natural ’ 


rainfall, and did well io very sandy, 
granite land. They commenced to 
blossom in the latter part of July, and 


continued to bioom up to the latter } 


rt of November and sometimes to 
hristmas. I was told they would 
ruin my place, and the only way t» get 
nd of them was to plow every month. 
I concluded they must be of some 
, and so they are. My place is 
to-day a solid yellow flower-bei, the 
gunflowers being in full bloom. My

Letter From an Easters Fruit Firm. 
Crevetany, O , Sept. 24, 1885. 


In the Riverside Valley Echo of Sep- 
tember 10th, under the head of ‘Florida 
Items,’ we notice a short article clipped 
from the Ocalla Banner, stating in sub- 
stance that the orange growers of, that 
State had learned by experience during 
the past season that oranges wrapped 
2 straw paper would bear shipment 
better than if wrapped in tissue manilla, 
as the latter had a tendency to stick to 
the skin in case the fruit became damp, 
ete., ete. ‘The origina? article recom- 
mending this plan to the fruit growers 
of Florida was written by Jadge Ryer- 
son, a staff writer on the Florida Dis- 
pateh, the frait-growers’ journal of that 
State. This advice from the Judge no 
doubt was well intende!, but as we are 
large receivers of and operators in Flor- 
ida, California and other fruits, and 
knowing so well the requirements of the 
trade throughout the whole North, we 
could not, in justice to our many ship- 
pers, both in Florida and in California, 
let so misleading an artick go un- 
auswered, and replied through the Dis- 
patch, taking jissue with the Judge, 
aud recommended to the growers and 
shippers ia the strongest possible terms 
the great importance of using nothing 
bat tissue manilla for wrapping, and 
exercising the utmost care, precision 
and neatness in sizing, packing and 
boxing, atid that we would stake our 
reputation as frait men that fruit put 
ap after our plan would sell at least at 
one dollar more per box in any large 
market inthe North, than equally as 
good fruit wrapped in straw paper; and 
we are more decidedly of that opinion 
now, if possible, than before 

twenty years experience in 
handling fruits teaches us that 
buman nature is the same 
the world over, and that neatness and 
aitractivepess of appearance are always 
appreciated, and have much to do in 
making a quick market and ready sale 
for all the fruits known to commerce. 

We would not have noticed this item 
at all excepting for the fact that during 
last seasou we handled in a very large 
way your orange, lemon, apricot, peach, 
plum, pear, cherry, grape and other 
iruit crops, and do not want your grow- 
ers and shippers to fall into this fata! 
mistake, which would cost them so 
dearly. 

We at this end of the line are in a 
position to see and to know what is es 
sentia make your shipments here a 
grand success. Ship nothing but the 
best quality of everything, using al- 
ways the utmost care and taste in wrap- 
ping, packing and boxing, so that it will 
be the most presentable on its arrival: 
and above all things, see to it that 
the frmt bas plenty of air and 
the cars well ventilated while 10 transit, 
as from this one thing alone California 
shippers of oranges and other fruits 
have lost thousands of dollars duriwg 
the past shipping season. We noticed 
that with bardly any ¢xception the fruit 
in the center of the cars arriving bere 
was more or leas heated, musty and de- 
eayed, and in handling the boxes a dry, 
poffy smoke wouid issue from them, 
while the fruit away from the middie or 
ceuter of the car, and near the two 
ends, where ventilation was more per- 
fect, was uniformly sound and in good 
order. We also observed that iruit 
wrapped ip coarse paper kept leas per- 
fectiy than that wrapped wits the light 
All of thie would indicate that 
more ventilation was needed, and how 
to get it will be for your shippers to de 
termipe. 

There is also something § in 
the kind or condition of fruit 
at tme of shipment for your 
shippers to investigate and consider, us 
we bave had the experience of two cars 
of apparently good fruit shipped frow 
your State at the same time, and ar- 
riving at the sawe time, with one car in 
good fair condition, while the other was 
a total wreck, and atterly worthless. 
Last season was virtually the first in- 
troduction and shipment, in’a ‘large 
way, of your orange aod other fruit 
crops into Ohio, and, like every other 
new thing, we had to fight hard to make 
our trade believe that your oranges, es- 
pecially, were not of that sour, imme 
ture, uoripe quality, a sample of which 
we had upon our market the year be- 
fore. But by persistent, patient, unre- 
mitting effor##.we gradually got your 
oranges introduced to ovr trade, ard 
from that time forward the demand 
steadily and constantly grew, until, at 
the close of the season, we found we 
bad handied twenty-nine cars of your 
golden fruit. 

Your growers and shippers, as well 
as ourselves, last season met with un 
expected obstacles, which this coming 
season will pot be encountered. 
({ne great point at least for your peo- 
ple has been gained, and that is that 
your fruits have been introduced to this 
large trade and a demand created for 
them io the future that will open up e 
field anda market for all your fruits 
that will be astonishing in its magni- 
tude. 

Your orange crop drops imto our 
market uicely after the Florida shipping 
season 1s over, 80 there is no competi- 
tion or conflict of interests between 
Florida and California. 

We can already see the handwriting 
on the wall as to America’s affording a 
market as heretofore for foreign fraits. 
The end is nearly here, and from now 
forward we sball not be dependent upoa 
foreigu countries for our fruit supplies, 
but shall longingly look to our widely 
separated sister States, Florida and 
California, and know we shal) not look 
in vain.

American Deiry wan ) 

Everybody knows the value of prac- 
tic. | expericnce in solving dairy mys- 
teries. The writer of this st one time 
had the assistance of one man to help 
him do all the work in a butter fac- 
tory, or creamery, where al] the milk 
from a half-dozen herds of cows was 
made into butter. The butter sold at 
wp figures in a city of a hundred thou- 
saud inkabitants. Great care was taken 
in keeping accounts with milk, cream, 
butter, and churning. There has al- 
ready been such diversity of opinion 
upon the quality of the butter and 
amount produced, and the ease or dif- 
ficulty of churning sweet or sour 
cream, that we tested this matter thor- 
oughly. As to the labor of churniog 
sweet and sour cream, we could see bo 
difference whatever. 
lt was our custom to take turns at 
the churn, and as about one half of the 
cream, in warm weather when it was 
hot work to churn, was sour and the 
other half sweet, it would have been 
an easy matter for us to have raised a 
row about who was doing the most 
work by having to churn the sweet or 
sour cream, but while we noted the 
point closely that if we had the cream 
correctly tempered, and we always 
used a thermometer, the butter was 
sure to come between tweaty-five and 
thirty-five minutes after starting the 
charn, whether the cream was sweet or 
sour. We also kept account of and 
figured out several hundred churning» 
of sweet and sour cream, and while 
there were many remarkable variations 
in the yield of butter to the pound of 
cream, yet in the end-the further we 
went the nearer the yields of the two 
came together, until we came to the 
conclusion that practically there was 
no difference, provided, of course, the 
sweet cream had its proper age before 
churning and the sour cream was not

To the Editor of the Times—sum: 


the district 1s famed for sweet butter, 
everywhere the makers treat their sub. 
ject as an art and reap results accord- 
ingly. Wheo everythiag is ready and 
the cream weil stirred, it should be 
poured iuto the churn, its temperature 
being about 58 degreed, or from this to 
61 degrees, aud to test jt a thermome- 
ter should always be jused. If the 
dairy is a degree or two below these 
figures the cream wiil be all right; if 
it is too low the cream may be removed 
to ® Warmer apartment until it has 
reached the required temperature. 
Good butter is a prime necessity of 
every well set table, end it should be 
the endeavor of every farmer's family 
to excel in the quality a@ well as in the 
quantity of their butter. 

The spontaneous oagulation of milk 

before it becomes sour may be due to 
the feverish condition of the snimals, 
their food or the water drunk. A few 
years ago a dairyman in the vicinity 
of Rochester had considerable trouble 
with the premature thickening of 
milk, and upoa investigating, it was 
found that the cows were drinking 
water from a filthy pond on his farm. 
When the cows were given pure water 
the milk returned to its normal condi- 
tion. Milk always contains the germs 
of at least two distinct speciesof yeast, 
and the influence of tliese germs on 
new milk is determined according to 
the treatment of the milk and the 
health and food of the cows from 
which it is taken.—| N. Y. Sun. 
The almost unanimous testimony of 
dairy authorities is that the old process 
of “working over” butter is now far 
better accomplished by the brine pro- 
cess Of washing. If the process of 
churning be carried to a point where 
the butter will be gathered in a large 
lump, it wiil have all |\through the 
lump more or less bu‘termilk, in 
which buttermilk thore will of course 
be membranous or casepus and other 
solid matter. Not only will the grain 
of butter be injured, but the kneading 
will remove little else than the liquid 
of the buttermilk leaving much of its 
solid matter incorporated with the but- 
ter. 


Some interesting experiments have 
been made in France on the advantages 
of giving water to milch cows warmed, 
instead of in its natural cold state. At 
the Agricufural School of St. Remy, 
two cows were fed on the same fuod, 
but one was supplied with cold water 
and the other with the water heated to 
113 degrees Fahrenheit. The latter 
yielded one-third more milk.

Make Your Breeder. 

A cheap and at the same time excel- 
lent brooder for from fifty to one hun- 
dred chicks can be made as follows: 
Make a box two feet square, (outside) 
fourteen inches deep, with top but no 
bottom, and one side made to wholly 
or partly be opened; in center of top 
cut a bole nine and one-fourth inches 
square. Take a five gallon coal-cil can 
to the tinner, have one taken out 
and corners cut three inches up, and 
turn the sides in; in the other end 
have a half-inch hole and pipe of the 
same size.six inches long riveted over 
it; on each side cf can, af inches from 
top or closed gnd, rivet a small catch 
orstop. Now put your can through 
the hole in box, and on top of u «a 
board twenty-one inches square, with 
hole for the pipe. To under side of 
the board tack pieces of woolen stuff 
cut in strips to hang down, except, of 
course, in the center where 1t rests on 
the can. Nal « board eight inches 
high on three sides of the box. A 
lamp with balf-inch wick will com- 
plete the brbdoder. The lamp should 
be of tia, with rim half ap ioch bigh 
around the top to bold water. : 
This little contrivance will do every- 
thing for young chicks that a hen 
would, except to scratch their feed and 
water dishes full of dirt. It can be 
set in any kind of a shed or building, 
but should be set with top of box ona 
level with the floor. If that is not 
convenient an inclined board for the 
chicks to rua up on will do, 


Lice-Destreyiug Nest Ege.

An exchange describes nest eggs, 
made by filling blown egg shells with 
plaster of paris, to which a few drops 
of carbolic acid is added. [¢ is thus 
accomplished: By making a large hole 
in one end of an egg, and « pin-hole 
in the other, the conteots may be biown 
out. Plaster of paris, which’ may be 
bought at the drug store or of the 
dealer in mason’s and painter's sup- 
plies, when wet with weter to the con- 
sistency of thick cream, wil] soon set 
as bard as stone. The mixture with 
water is made, the carbolic acid stirred 
ia, and the shell us filled. It makes a 
perfect nest egg, and the warmth of 
the hen graduaily evaporates the car- 
bolic acid. This is said to be sure 
death to the lice; at least, it prevents 
nests becoming such’a harborfor them 
as they usually are.

It may be set out 
in the yard or the orchard, and be safe 
from rain or storm, and if closed by a 
loose door in the front at night, there 
will be no danger from vermin. A 
flour barrel is sunk 19 the ground for 
one-fourth, or one-third its diameter, 
sloping it a little forward, to prevent 
rains from beating in. The excavated 
earth is filled back into the barrel, a 
nest being made in the center of it. 
This makes a very convenient arrange- 
ment, and gives an earth bottom to 
the nest, with every facility for con 
trolling the hen and the chicks. If 
these nests are scattered about the 
yard, hens will take possession of 
them, and when one takes to sitting, 
she may be furnished with eggs, and 


set in front of the barrel, and protected 
from disturbance by other hens.. The 
coop will serve for feeding and water- 
ing the hen, and allow her a place for 
exercise. As one rarely has things 
ready when they are wanted for use, it 
is well to look after such things as 
these in time, especialiy when early 
chicks are raised. Where barrels are 
not to be had conveniently, coops made 
in the shape of small sheds, and 
weather-proof, with loose doors to 
close them at night, can be made 
through the wiater, in readiness for 
the early sitters. 


The planting of trees along the 
public roads could nowhere produce 
more gratifying effects than in this 
State, sod especially since our forests 
are being 80 much destroyed as to 
produce a marked effect upon our en- 
nual rainfall. At present the total 
length of public roads France is 
18,750 miles, of which 7250 are bor- 
dered with trees, while 4500 miles are 
already being planted or will shortly 
be planted.
